HAVE NO FEARS

No Lurking Pitfalls to Ensnare
Their Sons, Says Gen.

Harts.

PARIS IS MORAL AND SAFE

Is Not Pleasure City o! Mont-martr- e

Resorts Inhabited
by Questionable Women.

(Henry Q. Wales.)
Paris, Dec 11. (I. N. 8.) (By

Mall.) "American mothers need have
no fears of the dangers and pitfalls
lurking to ensnare their sons In
Paris," W. W. Hartsj
commanding officer of the Paris area
for the United States army. "The
French cnpltal Is as moral and safe
for a. young' man as any community
In the United States. In fact, our
records and statistics show that there
Is. less danger than in the average
American community. I have been
highly complimented on the excel-
lent behavior of American troops in
Paris by high French officials, and 1

can state that our men merit tho
compliment. The cases of lntoxlca-
tion, disorderly conduct and contrac
tion of venereal diseases among
members of the American expedi-
tionary forces, stationed in or pass-
ing through Paris, Is lower in pro-
portion than it is in camps or army
posts and other centers In the states.

"There are always between- - 25.000
and 30,000 American troops in Paris,
and the number is increasing stead-
ily since the cessation of hostilities.
But the men are d, qulit,
obey orders and regulations male for
their guidance and have made
no trouble for tha French municipal
forces. Our own police the military
police have little more to do than to
act as sruldes and information of-

ficers"
Gen. Harts asserted that he was

heartily in favor of permitting as
many officers as is possible to visit
the French capital before they return
to the United States, and said that
there is no doubt but that they will
contlhuo to behave themselves as
well as they have in the pant.

"The' impression has been too
prevalent in the United States," said
Gen. Harts, "that Paris, the pleasure
city, is composed entirely of Mont-mart- re

resorts and .inhabited by
Cjuestionable women.'. As a matter of
fact, that is entirely rroneous, and
nil these American troops who have
been in Paris ore going to do a whole
lot toward dtspeTrlllK" llint,,tdea,wl!eiit
thev return to their homes in
America. '

"Investigation shows that the great
preponderance of American officers
and men having a day or so to pam
in Paris whllo In transit invariably
visit such well-know- n places as Notre
Dame, the Iouvre, the Madeleine, the
SSacre Oocur, the Eiffel, tower, the
Bois de Boulogne, the Bastlljo monu-
ment, tho Tullleries gardens and tho
Invnlldes.

"They arn temperate In their habits
and this situation Is largely caused
through the lack of whisky over
hr-re- , and a glass of beer, with a lit-

tle wine at meals, Is all they drink
as a general thing."

Gen. Harts has a highly organized
force of mounted police who am
stationed nil over the city day and
night They are stationed at railway
stations stid intersections ot the
principal streets.

Flags were
everywhere fluttering in the breeze,
every window and balcony was filled
with eager watchers and the roofs
were black with people. Even In trees
and high on lamp posts there were
men and women clinging to vantage
points from which they might see
the procession. The royal carriage
on its way to the station was' loudly
cneered.

At 10:30 o'clock there came ' the J

first distant shouts of "Viva
America," whioh was taken up by
the crowd along . the thronged
streets. Like a wave- the crowds rose
on tip-to- e to catch a first glimpse
of the president. Ah engine whistle
was heard in the distance and loud
shouts broke forth rising into a
deafening roar --as the presidential
train rolled into the station.

Wilson First Off Train.
Inside the station were the king

and queen and all members of the
cabinet, headed by Premier Orlando
and Foreign Minister Sonnino,
wearers of the collars of the Order of
The Annunzla, ranking as cousins of
the king.

Members of the diplomatic corps,
presidents of the senate and cham-
ber of deputies, members of parlia-
ment and military and naval author-
ities . were present. Among those at
the station was Senator Greppl, who
recently celebrated his 100th birth-

day.
The people were disappointed by

the weather, which was not as fine
as it was Thursday. The morning
was ovef-cloude- d, . with occasional
sprinklings of Tain.

, When his train stopped at tha sta-
tion President Wilson was the first

He shook hands with King Victor
Emmanuel, him to
Queen Helena. In the meantime Mrs.
Wilson and Miss Margaret Wilson
Joined them. Tho king welcomed Mr.
Wilson cordially to the Italian capi-
tal and introduced members of the
party to the official welcoming dele-

gation. The king said to Mr. Wilson:
"I hope you will feel . at home

here."
Played "Star Spangled Banner,"

"To be In Rome is one of my
greatest pleasures," answered Mr.
Wilson. The king and Mr. Wilson
then reviewed a company of soldiers
drawn up at the station, wJiile the
band played "The Star Spangled
Banner." After a short conversation
in the royal waiting room tho king
and Mr. Wilson appeared in front 'of
the station. This was a signal for a
creat outburst of enthusiasm, can
nons being fired, soldiers preesnting
arms and the historic bell on the
capitol ringing, whioh is done only
on greatest national occasions.

At the Plaza Esedra. Prince Pros-per- o

Colonna, the mayor of Rome,
surrounded by aldermen and liverid
servants, awaited the arrival of tho

procession. Prince Colonna delivered
an address In which he welcomed the
president in the name of the Eternal
City and expressed the gratitude of
Rome and Italy for all America did

materially and spiritually to win the
war. This imposing scene was in
tbe huge sqaure bounded on one side

by the venerable ruins of the Dio-

cletian baths and on the other by
semi-circul- ar buildings gaily deco-

rated with palms, flowers and
stramers bearing the names of re-

deemed Italian cities. The moment
Prince Colonna's address was over
the cheering broke forth once more

with redoubled vigor.

face of the grave duties imposed by
the common victory.

"Italy, having now gathered to hr
own bosom those brothers so long
sorrowing under foreign oppression,
and having reconquered the confines
which alone ean give her security
and true independence, is preparing
herself to with you In the
most cordial manner to reach the
most practical means for drawing
into a single circle the civilized na-
tions, with the end of creating in a
supreme form a lengue of nations on
conditions most fitted to safeguard
the protection of each one's rights
and the essentials of active and fruit-
ful peace.

Rare Act of Will.
"Italy and America enlered into the

war throtiRh a rare act of will. They
wore animated by tho purpose to end
the cult of force in the world. They
wero moved by the purpose to reaf-
firm in the scale of humun values
the principles of liberty and Justice.
They entered into the war to con-

quer tho powers of war. The!. ac-

complishment is unfinished and the
common work must still be to de-

velop with firm fcith end with tena-
cious conntancy for the purpose of
effecting the security of peace.

"Lift up the glass, ill. President,
and in your honor and in the l.onor
of Mrs. Wilson, whose gentlo i res-en-

adds charm to your visit, I
drink to the prosperity and to the
continued sind Increasing prestige of
the great American nation."

In reply. President Wilson said:
"Your majesty, I have been very

much touched by the generous terms
of the address which you have Just
read. I feel it would be difficult for
me to make a worthy reply, and yet,
it 1 could speak simply the things
that are in my heart, I am sure they
would constitute an adequate reply.
I had occasion this afternoon In par-
liament building to speak of the
strong sympathy that had sprung up
between the United States and Italy
during the terrible years of the war,
but here I could speak more Inti-
mately and say how sincerely the
people of the United States had ad-
mired your own course and your own
constant association with the armies
of Italy, and the gracious and gen-
erous association of her majesty,
the queen. It has .been a matter of
pride with us that so many Italians,
so many men of Italian origin, were
in our own armies nnd. associated
with their brothers of Italy Itself in
the great enterprise for freedom.
Those are no small matters, nnd they
